DEATH OF GARY 
FAILS TO HALT 
RISE OF STEEL 


Services Will Be Held 
on Thursday—Business 
Leaders of ,Nation Pay 
Tribute To Magnate. 


BY SAM LOVE. 
New York, August 15.—(United 
News.)—-Judge Elbert H. Gary, chair- 
man of the board of directors of the 


United States Steel corporation, died | 


today and as when a reigning monarch 
passes, word of his death was kept 
from the world for hours to prevent 
a panic. 

Judge Gary died in his Fifth avenne 
home at 3:40 a. m.. of chronic myo- 
carditis—inflammation of the heart tis- 
sues. 

Not until nearly 11 a. m. did the 
stock exchange learn of the passing of 
its most important individual factor. 


By then a seeming miracle had been } 
arranged. A combination in actions 


of untold millions of money from the 
nation’s strongest bankers was held 
in readiness. 

Steel Holds Steady. 

Instead of panic. instead of tremul- 
ous fluctuation, Steel and its accom- 
panying leaders held steady—then ac- 
tually rose as though the death of its 
dominant figure for a quarter of a 
century meant no more than hte seald- 
ing of a puddiler deep in the flaming 
maw of some creek-side Pennsylvania 
steel mill. 

Judge Gary. leader and organizer of 
industry, had been paid the supreme 
compliment. He had biilt so well that 
at the crucial moment of his relin- 
| quishmeént the pulse of industry show- 
ed hardly a palpitation. 

The United States Steel corpora- 


tion is Judge Gary’s.dream. He organ- 
ized it and since 1901 has held it in 
the hollows of his strong,~thick-finger- 
ed farm-boy hands. 

The reason New York’s downtown 
canyons were thick with drama Mon- 
day can be understood by viewing for 
a moment the Steel corporation’s mag- 
nitude. Judge Gary shortly before 
his death testified at a congressional 
investigation that the corporation’s 
assets could not be duplicated for two 
billion, two hundred million dollars. 

2,000,000 People Involved. 


It binds up the destinies of 2.000.- 


000° men, women and children—the | 
300,000 employees of the corporation | 
and their families. 

The man who built this up and con- |

Woodward, alleged confidence man, 
who was arrested here today on com- 
plaint of a fellow worker that Wood- 
ward had swindled him, and later re- 
leased under bond, was the object of 
a renewed search by police after local 
headquarters were advised that he was 
wanted to answer charges in Atlanta. 


After eight years of unrelenting 
hunt, Floyd Woodward, international- 
ly famous head of the “million-dollar 
bunce syndicate,” wanted in Atlanta 
for complicity in the murder in 1919 
of Ed Mills, his confederate, and for 
innumerable bunco charges, is under 
arrest in St. Louis, Mo., according to 
word received late Monday night from 
the Missouri authorities. 

The killing is said to have oe- 
curred when the chief and his trust- 
ed lieutenant argued at the Ansley 
hotel over division of spoils. This oc- 
curred on April 3. 1919. and despite 
all attempts to apprehend him, the fa- 
mous alleged gambler, wiretapper. 
and “con” man. has 6s tana at 
liberty. ied 

Even the shrewd, elever and tena- 
eious Bert Donaldson, whose war on 
gamblers ‘is said to have cost him 
his life more than @ year ago in re- 
‘taliation for his zeal in tracking 
criminals, failed to find him. Soon 
after the Donaldson killing, July 29. 
1926, in a fashionable Atlanta hotel, 
members of Solicitor General John 
A. Boykin’s staff attempted to con- 
nect the Woodward gang with the 
death plot. This, however, later was 
abandoned. 

Woedward is the last of the famous 
garg to remain at liberty, others hav- 
ing been haled before Fulton county 
courts to expiate for their misdeeds.

called from Europe and members of 
the family gathered at the home to 
keep vigil which culminated in the 
death of one of the state’s foremost 
citizens. 

Mr. Comer was born at Old Spring 
Hill, in Barbour county, Alabama, 
November 7, 1 

Educated at the University of Ala- 
bama, the University of Georgia and 
Emory and Henry college, where at 
21 he took his bachelor of arts de- 
gree, he returned to Comer Station, 
Ala., to become a planter and to marry 
Miss Eva Jane Harris, of Cuthbert, 
Ga., in 1872. Later the family moved 
to Anniston where he gave his time 
to extensive farming and wholesale 
connections, moving to Birmingham in 
1890 where the family has resided 
continuously except for the four years 
spent in Montgomery while Mr. Comer 
served the state as governor.

SADDENS LEADERS

at the house for years called attention 
to the peacock Monday. 
Portent of Death. 


“One of the workmen who put it 
up,” he said, “told me it would mean 
death to the masters of the house. And 
first Willard Straight, who built the 
house, died here two days after ar- 
mistice day. And now Judge Gary 
dies two weeks after coming to the 
house.”’ : : 

But the chances are Judge Gary 
was not surprised by death. He had 
had warnings long before :.or myocar- 
ditis takes a firm and painful clutch. 
Still he migrated from the old house 
further down town that he had known 
for many years to make way for 
commereial progress. And much of 
his last illness he spent in a hotel 
suite—at the Plaza. 

Judge Gary believed in “progress” 
and bowed to it as a practical man to 
the end, asking no respite from its 
demands even though it made his last 
days those of a afflicted gypsy mon- 
arch who must conceal his aches in 
his tent untii the affairs of the tribe 
can be assured. 

Some of the little fellows got their 
fingers burned in Wall street Monday 
because they could not foresee how 
thoroughly Judge Gary had planned 
with his associates for the event of bis 
death. 

Plans Executed Well. 


These planned maneuvers were ex- 
ecuted with a military precision, The 
best place to watch them is from the 
floor of the stock exchange itself. 

The market opened as usual at 10 
a. m. It opened firm. Almost im- 
mediately an intangible rumor flashed 
across the room that Judge Gary was 
“worse.” United States Stee! fell off 
1-8 of a point from the Saturday clos- 
ing price and opened at 131 1-2. 

Judge Gary then had been dead for 
more than six hours, and the rumor 
of his “turn for the worse” persisted. 
Brokers’ telephones hummed with soft- 
spoken queries throughout the district. 
There was no confirmation. 

At 10:30 a. m. Steel had been forced 
down slightly, to 1501-8. 

Meanwhile the banks had opened.

Steel hung suspended at 1301-8. It 
was nearly 11 a. m. the an- 
nouncement of Gary’s death came. 

Simple Announcement. 

The fact came with all the ee 
of the first bombshell on a battlefield, 
but no baiconies were thrown open 
and no one impressively spoke the 
words. They came from the United 
States Steel corporation over the usual 
tickers, one thudding letter at a time: 

“Judge Elbert H. Garey died at 
3:40 a. m. from chronic m r- 
ditis.” 2 s | 

Had the message added “and the 
United States Steel corporation is ful- 
ly ready to protect its interests,” the 
few minor casualties might have been 
prevented. 

_For at 11 a. m. Morgan and asso- ’ 

clates were ready. None will ever 
know how many millions of dollars 
were in their carefully stacked, am- 
munition dumps. There was plenty. 

Some few among the boldest oper- 
ators—perhaps as a test—offered to 
sell Steel. Some others, all too hasti- 
ly, sold “short,” expecting to deliver 
later at a handsome profit. 

But as each offering came it was 
snatched up, absorbed by a seeming 
endless willingness on the part of the 
Morgan interests to buy all the Steel 
stock in the world. 


Steel Begins to Rise. 

Instead of falling Steel actually 
began to rise. It carried the. other 
industrial leaders, DuPont, General 
Motors and the big railroads along 
with it. -. 

A paradox obtained. Instead of 
causing panic and depression, Judge 
Gary’s death resulted in a booming 
bull market. The “shorts” who ex- 
ected a decline were forced to cover. 

heir hasty buying before prices got 
too high gave the market a sardonic 
added stimulus. 

The market closed after a day that 
will not be forgotten soon in Wall 
street, with these quotations: 

Steel closed at 134 1-2, up 2 7-8 
points from Saturday; General Mo- 
tors closed at 225 3-4, up 4 points, 
and DuPont stock closed at 283, up 
4 1-2 points from Saturday. 

Steel, the watchers on the floor 
and throughout the nation learned, 
turned over 85,400 shares. General 
Motors changed hands to the extent 
of 105,500 shares. Other leading stocks 
were bought and sold in proportion. 

Victory Inexpensive. 

To those on the floor it. looked 
like the campaign plans of the Mor- 
gan interests were so good that the 
victory ?was not only bloodless, but 
comparatively inexpensive. The money 
value of the Steel shares was about 
$11,250,000. Perhaps the Morgan in- 
terests spent $5,000,000 of this. Per- 
haps in all they spent $50,000,000 or 
some such cémparative trifle. 

About five miles from this thrilling 
scene, which he had helped plan and 
which he would have liked to watch, 
Judge Gary lay dead in a mansion 
guarded from intrusion. 

Shortly before noon Mrs. Gary left 
the house with several friends and 


entered a motor car. She was dressed |. 


in white linen. A large black hat 
shaded her face. She returned an hour 
later and soon a bunch of lavender 
and white orchids with a _ trailing 
spray of smilax was affixed to the 
front door before the wrought-iron 
peacock. 
Funeral in Wheaton. 

Mrs. Gary consulted with her two 
daughters and they decided that Judge 
Gary should be buried in Wheaton, 
Ill. He was born on a farm near 
Wheaton, October 8, 1846. He lived 
in Wheaton until,business made a 
.New York residence imperative. He 
built the Gary Memorial Methodist 
church there, and the services will be 
from that church Thursday. 

The body will be sent to Wheaton 
immediately and on Wednesday after- 
noon will repose in state in the 
church.

CAREER OF GARY 
BEGAN IN WHEATON. 
BY MAURICE MERMEY, 

Chicago, Ill., August 15.—(United 
News.)—The high rvad to fame which 
Judge Elbert H. Gary traveled to be- 
come one of the most noted figures of 
our times will be retraced as the body 
of the great industrialist, who died in 
New York today, is brought back to 
Wheaton, IIL, for burial. 


On Wednesday morning the body 
will arrive in Chicago. Then the car 
will be switched to a special funeral 
train for Wheaton. Following serv- 
iees Thursday in the Gary Memorial 
church, whose stone edifice the steel 
magnate provided, the body will be 
placed beside that of his first wife in 
the family mausoleum. 

Elbert Henry Gary was born in 
Wheaton on October 8, 1846. It was 
there that he got his start in life and 
there that he acquired the title 
“judge.” 

Serves As Mayor. 

Young Gary was a grocer’s clerk 
but he attended the publie Schools of 
W heaton, then Wheaton college and 
later Union College of Law, then Chi- 
cago university. Admitted to the bar 
in 1867, he began a political career.

His legal reputation was made here. 
The elder J. P. Morgan was attracted 
by Gary because of his skill in help- 
ing John..W. Gates—known to the 
public as “Bet-a-Million Gates”—to 
organize the Consolidated Steel and 
Wire company. In 1896 Gary helped 
Morgan and others organize the Fed- 
eral Steel company with a capitaliza- 
tion of $200,000,000. Judge Gary be- 
came president. * 

Great Steel Merger. 

The Carnegie Steel company and 
others thought of combatting the new 
organization. Morgan saw the dan- 
ger’ of such warfare and instructed 
Gary to open negotiations to consoli- 
date the two mammoth companies, 
Together with several other steel, wire, 
tinplate, hoop and tube companies. 
The merger was effected in 1901, and 
the United States Steel corporation 
came into being. 

Judge Gary became chairman of 
the board of directors, the post he held 
until his death. He became head of 
a vast organization with assets of

000 men and operating 1,612 manu- 
facturing plants.

AN EPIC OF MAIN STREET. 

_ Decatur, Ala. August 7.—I set 
down this study of the development 
of a typical small city of the south 
not as a contribution to Babbitry nor 
in the prideful challenging spirit of 
the luncheon clubs, but because it stirs 
me as a epic of American building. 

Long before the civil war Decatur 
was established on the south bank of 
the Tennessee river. That river, the 
last of the “rivers of romance” as 
Irvin Cobb calls it, rises in the moun- 
tains of East Tennessee; flows in a 
southwesterly direction into Alabama: 
cuts sharply across the state over a 
shoaly land which gives us Muscle 
Shoals; meanders into Mississippi:

The first steamboat came down the 
Mississippi river less than 50 ‘years 
before the civil war. Thereafter there 
ensued an era of river transportation 
which gave a rich and colorful tinge 
to American commerce. It seemed the 
day might come when ali thé river's 
towns would be the big cities of the 
country. Decatur shared the great 
dream of the river towns. She hung 
precariously on the edge of a bluff. 
boasting her Bank street, a small, 
dusty,.sun-bitten town with a dream 
of future greatness in her breast. 

But a quicker and surer method 
of transportation superseded the 
rivers. The boom of the ateamboat 
whistles at the Decatur wharf died 
away. Soon there were only a few 
boats plying the river between Chat- 
tanooga, the head of navigation, and 
the Ohio. Decatur’s dream of future 
greatness lay dormant.

Segregation of Taxables. 


Members of the Georgia general as-

Education in the West. 

It is significant that the lowest 
rates of illiteracy in this country are 
found in the newer western states. In 
Georgia the white illiterary is 5.4 per 
100 and in Nebraska it is 1 in 500. In 
Alabama it is 6.3°per 100 and in Min- 
nesota it is 1 in 300. In North Caro- 
lina it is 6.8 per 100 and in Kansas it 
is 1jn 250. And now the state de- 
partment of education in Minnesota 
announces that it has disbursed among 
the public schools of the state $11.- 
246,197 for the fiscal year that ended 
June 30, 1927. Minnesota has one 
sixth less population than Georgia, 
and has 550,000 children enrolled in 
her schools as compared with 600,000 
in Georgia. But look what she gives 
them more than we do! 


All Stepping on the Gas. 

Ever since autos started running 
Illinois has been one of the states 
that have refused to levy a tax on the 
sales of gasoline to motorists, but’ now 
the Sucker state has snccumbed and 
on the first of this month a 2 cents a 
gallon tax .was put into operation. 
That leaves only New York and Mas- 
sachusetts as the free gas states of the 
union. The tax in the several states 
ranges from 1 cent per gallon in Texas 
and North Dakota to 5 cents in 
South Carolina. The average for the 
whole country is 2.26 cents per gallon 
and the sales amount now to around 
seven billion gallons. In 1925 the 
highways got nearly $103,000,000 from 
that tax alone. 


What Autos Cost and Save. 

Dr. Ogilby, president of ‘Trinity 
college, made a survey for the Con- 
necticut department of motor vehicles 
to learn “just what the average man 
can afford to pay for a car, what it 
- cost him and what he can get out 
of it?” 

The result was that Dr. Ogilby esti- 
mates that an automobile is worth 
$800 a year to the average family. 
This value’ includes family car fares 
saved, $120; taxis, hired cars and va- 
cation railroad fares, $130; increased 
radius for business operations, $300; 
health saving for whole family, $250; 
making total value of $800, less 
operating costs of $530, leaving $270 
allowance on the purchase price of the 
car. The average car at the end ‘of 
four years bas no market value. but 
saves its cost price up to $1,080 in 


that period.

‘The two-mills tax would apply only 
to purchases for resale or gross re- 
ceipts in excess of $1,000. Gasoline 
as a motor fuel, cigars and cigarettes, 
raw cotton, raw tobacco and farm 
products sold by the producer would 
be exempted under this act. 

Mr. Bloch explained the measure 
to the house, inviting any amendment 
which would clarify the language of 
the bill and carry out the same princi- 
ples embodied in the measure.

T he Great Slaughter of Tax Ships by the 
| Legislative Blockaders. 


One of the most interesting situa- 
tions the state of Georgia has been 
in for more than a generation devel- 
oped by the actions of the general 
assembly yesterday. 

A senate committee voted adverse 
to the bill to submit a constitutional 
amendment. to authorize an income 
tax and provide for the gradual abo- 
lition of the old and inequitable ad 
valorem tax plan. 

The house of representatives voted 
down the Miller-Bloch bill to impose 
a limited general sales tax whereby 
to finance the larger appropriation 
for state purposes during the com- 
ing biennium. 

The situation results that the con- 
templated appropriations cannot be 
safely or sensibly made. 

It is up to the senate now to cut 
from the appropriations bill pending 
in that chamber all the items or prune 
them so as to bring the total within 
the visible revenues provided by the 
tax bill, which is also pending in the 
senate. 

In other words, the house has put 
it up to the senate to exhibit its 
vaunted superior statesmanship by do- 
ing such calculating carpentership on 
both bills as to make them match. 
And that is some job, my masters! 


No Income Tax Is Wanted. 

The senate may be correct in as- 
suming authority to say that the peo- 
ple of Georgia do not want any in- 
come tax. 

Whether the senate is judging right- 
ly or not, this deponent sayeth not. 
But, viewing the income tax amend- 
ment bill as passed by the house fo 


the senate, common sense warranted } 


the killing of it. It is not such a bill 
as any tax expert in America would 
have put his O. K. on. Even as an 
amateur construction it is crude and 
could not be satisfactorily operated 
by a whole flock of Alexander Ham- 
iltons, Albert Gallatins and Andrew 
Mellons. 

No constitutional provision for the 
imposition of income taxes should ever 
contain the meticulous legislation that 
was embodied in this Doyal income 
tax amendment bill.

The 
American congress knew better than 
that and hence the general form of the 
16th amendment to the federal consti- 
tution. .

the senate committee did, and that was 
to murder the thing on sight, with- 
out benefit of clergy !

Don’t Want a Sales Tax.

That killing decision gives great 
joy to us city people of Georgia, who 
have no farms, and raise no home sup- 
plies, and would have gotten no ex- 
emption under the biil, and who have 
to go out every day and buy from the 
retailers all that we eat, and wear, 
and otherwise use for convenience, 
pleasure and pure luxury. 

That sales tax wonld have been 
felt by us folks in the towns and 
cities who. spend nearly all we earn 
with the merchants; and the taxes 
taken from us people in eight counties 
of the state would have gone largely 
to provide equalized and enhanced ed- 
ucational facilities for the country 
people who would never have known 
the tax was in operation. 

So we are warmly thankful to those 
country members who were charitable 
enough to kill the sales tax and save 
us poor city devils from its robberies.

Six Bills Passed. 

The senate gave its okay to six gen- 
eral bills during the morning session 
and consigned them fo the house for 
concurrence. 

Among these, the general banking 
bill, drawn up by a joint subcommit- 
tee from both houses, was of para- 
mount importance. A companion bill 
also was passed, bringing.trust com- 
panies receiving deposits under the su- 
pervision of the state banking depart- 
ment and designating such concerns 
as “banks.” 

The banking bill was drafted to en- 
large the jurisdiction of the state 
banking department and further safe- 
guard the interests of depositors by 
putting teeth in existing laws. 

One of the provisions of the bill 
boosts the depositor from the end to 
the head of the list of preferred ecred- 
itors in payment by defunct banks. 

Under the bill the list is as follows: 

Debts due on non-interest ‘bearing 
deposits. 

Debts due on all other deposits. 

Debts due for taxes. 

Debts due to political subdivisions. 

Judgments. 

Contractural obligations, 

Unliquidated claims for 
and the like. 

The bill will prohibit the establish- 
ment of new branch banks: require 
at least $25,000 capital stock in cities 
of less than 3,000, and double this

amount when the town has more than 
2,000 inhabitants; provide that direc- 
tors must live within 25 miles of their 
banks; place a limit of 20 per cent 
of the capital steck on any loan to 
an individual. firm or corporation, and 
imposes additional restriction: on the 
purchase of stocks or securities by

Another important clause will ex- 
@mpt from garnishment all deposits 
under $300, the existing limit being 
$100. The bill further provides that 
on the death of a deposftor any sum 
up to $300 can be paid over for his 
funeral expenses, Step payments 
would not be valid after 90 days 
without written renewal. 


Banking Amendments. —=s_—_ 


It would be a misdemeanor to false- 
ly advertise concerning‘ insurance of 
inanies, Among amendments yoted 
into the bill was one by Senator Riv- 
ers to require that parent banks set 
aside from their capital stock an 
amount for the use of branch banks 
proportional to the branch bank’s de- 
outa as related to the whole. 

Another amendment by Senator Key 
will make a semi-annual examination 
by directors mandatory; a third, by 
Senator Kelley. will require that all 
money collected from stockholders of 
defunct banks be paid to depositors. 

The general banking bill ineorpor- 
ates all the more acceptable provisions 
of a number of house and senate hills 
introduced at the present session. Sen- 
ator David, of Calhoun, chairman of 
the senate banks and banking commit- 
tee, was one of the bill’s staunchest 
supporters. The vote was 32 to 2 for 
its passage and the bill->was imme- 
diately transmitted to the house,

With these rumors confirmed for their 
own information by Wall street peo- 
ple having the right conections, the 
stock market opened around Satur- 
days closing, got soft, then dull, un-

Gary’s death, which was a_ grent 
shock to Wall street, fortunately came 
ut a time, four in the morning, which 
gave hig banking interests an oppor- 
tunity to make plans to support the 
stock market if necessary.

Wall street knows well enough that 
during the greater part of a quarter 
of a century Gary far and away haz 
had more influence than any other one 
man in shaping the country’s indus- 
trial secre When J. P. Morgan. 
Sr.. began in 1900 to form the steel 
ration the Federal Steel company, 
Chicago, a combination of steel com- 
panies in itself, was one of the :big- 
gest units. Looking over a prelimi- 
nary agreement Morgan was struck 
with its workmanship and immediate- 
ly started an investigation to discover 
the brains behind it. ‘That is how 
Gary who was then a Chieago lawyer 
practically unknown in Wall street 
hecame the first chairman of the steel 
corporation.
